The Annual Town Meeting of 1966 is now his- 


tory. 


The Wilmington Fire Department, which won 


a reduction in work hours, and then lost it by not 
Staying at the meeting, is licking its bruises, and 
vowing to never again leave a Town Meeting until 


they are 


‘certain that the last ember is out’. 


The dogs of Wilmington, unhampered by any 


Leash Law, 


are free to rummage around in any 


garbage pail which has not been placed underground, 
and to otherwise disport themselves. 
An the Wilmington Finance Committee, which 


for several hours, tried 


to act like a Board of 


Selectmen, has now gone back to being a Finance 


Committee again. 


‘The money voted in the Town 
Meeting will result in a tax rate 
of $38.15, theoretically. 

The actual sum will differ, be- 
cause it is impossible to figure 
out what difference will be imposed 
by the Revaluation of Real Estate 
scheduled to take place this sum- 
mer, nor by the effect of the Sales 
Tax, 

The total sum of money appro- 
priated was $4,068,834. This, les- 
sened by the sum of $1,087,513 in 
Estimated Receipts leaves a total 
Of $2,981,321.to be raised by tax 
levy. 

One factor of the town meeting 
that has alarmed some observors 
was that every cent in the Free 
Cash ($186,361) was spent, tokeep 
the tax rate down, 

Sums of $30,000 are frequently 
kept in the Free Cash as acushion 
against unforseen items in town 
meetings held later in the year. 
This year there is nothing, andthe 
only money available to meet an 
emergency, is that in the Reserve 
Account, ($50,000) of the Finance 
Committee. 


Three Sessions 

R was a Three Session Town 
Meeting, Saturday afternoon, Sat- 
urday evening, and then Monday 
evening, 

It was reported before the Town 
Meeting that the Selectmen had an 
unofficial pool, with 50 cent con- 
tributions, as to the time that the 


meeting was over. All bets were 
between 8 pm and 10 pm, If the 
report was true, the Selectmen 
had no winners of that pool. 


One factor that led to the long 
meeting was the attempt by the 
Finance Committee to change the 
recommendations of the Town Ma~ 
nager and the Board of Selectmen, 
with respect to pay raises and 
schedules, 


Resolution 


Opening prayers were offered 
by Rev, H. Allen Tadgell, the new 
minister of the Congregational 
Church, 

Selectman Lloyd Bender then 
offered a Resolution, to be pre- 
sented to the Great and General 
Court, concerning the Ipswich Ri- 
ver Bill, now in the legislature. 

The resolution was adopted un- 
animously, 

There were no Committee re- 
ports, and the town voted, under 
Article 3, the usual motion to allow 
the Treasurer to borrow money 
for the coming year.

The Wilmington Conservation 
Commission is again accepting 
applications to attend the Massa~ 
chusetts Junior Conservation 
Camp. The purpose of the two 
week camp is to train youngsters 
to appreciate the natural resources 
of the country, and to use them 
wisely. 

Any boy between the ages of 
fourteen and seventeen, and one 
who has demonstrated an‘ interest 
in outdoor programs, compatible 
with the aims of Conservation, is 
eligible for consideration, Two 
Wilmington boys will be selected 
for the July session of the camp.

Mrs Neilson told the Meeting 
that there were no federal aid 
funds available for a project al- 
ready started, 

Waiting for federal aid, she 
said, would cause a delay of about 
a year in the project, Mrs Neil- 
Son sald that ‘If we comply with 
the federal aid program we are 
assured of a building in the fu- 
ture’, and outlined some of the 
Pending legislation in Congress, 

Former Town Counsel Philip 
Buzzell expressed himself in favor 
of accepting the library article, 
He said that the most federal aid 
to any town or city in Massachu- 
setts amounted to $100,000, and 
then computed this, on a 20 year 
loan basis, to be a cost to the town 
(if the money were borrowed in- 
stead) to be 11 cents on the annual 
tax rate. 

It does not seem worthwhile, he 
said, to delay a much needed pro- 
ject for 11 cents on the tax rate. 

He drew the attention of the 
meeting to the size of the present 
library - 1100 square feet, andthe 
size ofthe proposed library - 14000 
square feet, 

It was 9:15 pm when the vote was 
taken. The motion failed, 279 op- 
posed to 157 in favor, 


North School 

The appropriation of $60,000 for 
the repair of the roof of the North 
Intermediate School, article 27, 
followed the library article, 

Bob Michelson, Chairman of the 
Permanent Building Committee, 
moved the article. He said the 
expenditure was necessary topro- 
tect an original investment of a 
million dollars, 

Litigation, Michelson said, was 
proceeding with the architect, the 
roofing contractor and the building 
contractor, in three pending law- 
suits,. Michelson recommended the 
passage of the articles. 

Both the Board of Selectmenand 
the Finance Committee approved, 
and after some discussion as to 
whether or not the contractors etc 
were working on the present build~ 
ing project, and assurance from 
Michelson that they were not, the 
article passed on a voice vote at 
9:30 pm, 


Town Clerk Articles 
Mrs Esther Russell, Town Clerk 
had tow articles, one requiring the 
obtaining of nomination papers 48 
forking hours before the filing 
eadline, and the other setting the 
irs during which the polls would 
be open, in the by-laws. :

Marion Boylen, who is the chair- 
man of the Board of Health, rose 
to object to the transfer from the 
Williams Avenue Account, Her son, 
George Boylen, is a member of the 
Finance Committee, which had re- 
commended the transfer, 

Mrs Boylen moved to amend the 
articlw, asking that the funds be 
appropriated from taxation, 

Mrs Boylen told the Town Meet- 
ing that the funds should be retained 
in the Williams Avenue account 
until repairs to the street surface 
had been made, following the in- 
Stallation of a water main last 
year, 

Finance Committee man George 
Boylen sald that perhaps a public 
committment on the part of the 
Water Commissioners would alle- 
viate his mother’s fears, and Mo~ 
derator Si Cutter joked about fam- 
ily squabbles, 

Arnold Blake, the Water Com- 
missioner, told the meeting that 
there would be sufficient money 
in the account, to repair the street 
where the installation of the water 
main had damaged it, after the 
transfer was made, andthe amend- 
ment was defeated, 

The article, 31, then passedona

Article 32, which proposed to

Vandals Again? 


What may possibly have been the 
oldest house in Wilmington was des 
troyed by fire Sunday morning. 

The Tweed-Manning House on 
Ballardvale Street was destroyed 
in a blaze that started about 1:30 
am, The Wilmington Fire Depart- 
ment spent four hours at the scene 
before_the fire was declared of- 
fictally to be out. 

The probability, is that the fire 
was set, 

Last year, on November 10th., 
while the Wilmington Fire Depart-

1798. Mr, Tweed shortly became 
an Ensign in the Wilmington Com- 
pany of Militia, and during the War 
of 1812 held the rank of Captain, 
commanding the Wilmington Com- 
pany. 

Nine children were born to th 
Tweed family, while they lyed in 
Nod Farm, In 1819 they sold the 
farm and moved to Lunenberg, but 
some of the children stayed in Wil- 
mington, and there are probably 
residents of this town today 0 
are descendants of Capt, and Mrs 
Tweed, 

A later owner, after the Civil 
War, was Deacon Levi Manning 
His title derived from the position 
he held “in the Congregational 
Church of, Wilmington, 

The last family to live in the 
old homestead was named Mer- 
cauto, After Mr. Mercauto died 
a few years ago his widow moved, 
and sold the house and the remain 
ing 19 acres of the farm, about a 
year ago, to Monte Green, of Cam- 
bridge.

Applications

The application blanks are being 
made available as the Social Se- 
curity Administration seeks to con 
tact 3.1 million senior citizens be- 
fore March 31, the deadline im- 
posed by the Medicare law. 

President Johnson proclaimed 
the month of March as the National 
Medicare Enrollment Month, He 
has urged all federal agencies and 
all citizens to cooperate in enrol- 
ling senior citizens in the program. 
Through direct mailings and other 
means, the Social Security Admin- 
istration has had contact with 16 of 
the 19.1 million citizens who will 
be 65 or over on July 1, Of the 16 
million who replied, less than one 
million said they did not want to 
Sign up for the supplemental pro- 
gram, 

The supplemental! program costs 
$3 a month and provides for Doctor 
bills and other benefits. Everyone 
65 and over is eligible for the basic 
hospital benefits under Medicare, 
Citizens who reached 65 before 
1966 face a two year delay if they 
do not sign up by March 31, The 
application forms are pre- 
addressed to the Social Security 
Administration, Baltimore, Md. 

A copy of the application blank 
is on display on the lobby bulletin 
board in the postoffice.

our tremendously increaseden- 
rollment in Foreign Languages, at 
Wilmington High School, as is 
evidenced by the accompanying 
chart, has been made possible 
by more stimulating teaching me- 
thods and by more public interest 
in foreign travel and culture, 

We now have a solid five year 
program in French beginning in 
the eighth grade and continuing 
into the twelfth, With this pro- 
gram, we can achieve a good level 
of mastery on the part of the stu- 
dents, By the twelfth grade they 
should, in most cases, be able to 

and understand everyday 

mal French conversation, to 
have a knowledge of the culture of 
the country, including some of its 
art and music, to read for true 
comprehension without translation 
and to understand the development 
of the Mterature of the country, 

We have not neglected our Span- 
ish or German programs, how- 
ever, The student is offered 
either In the Freshman or Sopho- 
more years, the opportunity for 
a solid Spanish or German course, 
Many good language students take 
two or even three languages dur- 
ing their High School years, 

Latin should not be neglected 
in the program of any good stu- 
dent, It provides a tremendous 
cultural tool, and, even more im- 
portant, a marvelous mental dis-

cipline, Unfortunately, the modern 
trend, due to many derogatory 
articles on Latin and the fact 
that many excellent universities 
Such as Tufts, have dropped it 
from their curriculum, has been 
away from it. However, our Lan- 
guage department feels strongly in 
favor of maintaining and encour- 
aging our existing program, It 
should be provided for the inter- 
ested student, 

We do not have a true Advanced 
Grade Placement program in Lan- 
guage at Wilmington since pre- 
paration for this program would 
have to begin in the third grade, 
In the words of Dr. James B, Co- 
nant, ‘only if a community has 
the funds, public opinion so desires, 
and really qualified teachers can be 
obtained, should instruction be 
started in Grade 3," We cannot 
find enough qualified elementary 
teachers to do a truly good job with 
this program, We also feel that 
thestudent’s time could be used 
more profitably in developing ba- 
sic skills in reading or math, 

Without having a true AGP pro- 
gram here, we have had students 
accepted in advanced language 
courses at Boston University, 
Merrimack, Regis, Emmanuel, 
Northeastern, University of Mass- 
achusetts, Boston Collge, Lo- 
well and Salem State colleges, 

We currently have two language 
teachers on our own staff, grad-

From Corinth I ‘crossed the 
Straits of Corinth over the man- 
made channel which permits ships 
to go directly from Patras to 
Athens, 

Once in the capital I found it to 
be smaller and not as busy as most 
European capitals, This seemed 
to result In a slower pace of life 
and a more friendly relationship 
between foreigners and the local 
People, 

AS most people know, the Acro- 
polis dominates the skyline of 
Athens at night. The ideal location 
from which to view the sunset is 
Lizabetto Hill, A temple often 
overlooked by visitors is that of 
Hefaisto, one of the most well pre- 
served in Greece. However its size 
and proximity to the Acropolis de- 
tract from its notoriety. 

I went on, tothe old city of Delphi 
where almost all types of ruins may 
be seen, due to the extent of the 
discoveries there, I roamed over 
this site, with its ideal location on 
@ mountainside, overlooking a bay 
from the Straits of Corinth, and I 
could imagine life as it had been 
here, from day today when this was 
one of the larger cities of Greece, 

I kept on going, winding my way 
through the mountains and valleys

‘rere I spent a night at the base of 
the 9000 foot ‘Home of the Gods’. 

I went through Thessalontka, and 
headed for Alexandroupolis to take 
my leave of this former center of 
culture.

poverty stricken and far behind 
others, in regard to progress and 
standard of living. 

Turkey provided my introduction 
to the Near East, In six days stay 
in Istanbul, I noticed the differenc- 
es in this city, suchas the presence 
of some 500 mosques, including the 
beautiful Blue Mosque, the only one 
in the world with six minarets, 

It is quite interesting to observe 

the individual rites of the faithful 
coming to pray amidst the chanting 
of the Koran, 
The huge covered bazaar is the 
Turkish answer to our shopping 
centers, and everything from fruit 
to furniture may be bought here, 
where bargaining is an understood 
part of each sale. 

Istanbul is located on two conti- 
nents and in crossing the Straits 
of Bosperous, I left Europe and set 
foot in Asia for the first time. 

After staying in the capital, An- 
kara, I started to climb once again 
into the mountains, to cross the 
high plateau heading for the south- 
ern coast, It was extremely cold 
and I drove for two days inadense 
fog. The route had very little 
traffic and was quite remote, I 
would stop at gasoline stations 
where I Was always invited to warm 
myself by the ever-present wood 
fire, and to drink some tea, which 
is very good, and always popular 
I finally reached the southern coast 
and milder weather. 

The citrus harvest was in pro- 
gress and the heat of the warm sun 
once again made driving a scooter 
a pleasure rather than a task,

Half an hour later Peter Schwind 
of Hathaway Road moved for re- 
consideration. The move carried, 
Yes 170, No 157, 

There was talk by Smith, and by 
Dr Richter, and Roland Wood called 
for the question, 

The 42 hour week was defeated! 
The vote was Yes 457, and No 184 


The adjourned Town Meeting, 
Monday night, accepted the three 
urban renewal articles, with re- 
strictions Limiting them to the one 
project on Eames Street. Rejected 
by the 436 voters present were the 
new. library proposal, and a motion 
to reconsider the ‘Dog Leash’ law. 

The article establishing a Re- 
development Authority limited itto 
a project of about 40 acres, south 
of Eames street and adjacent tothe 

foburn branch of the B&MRR. 

The Finance Committee, through 
its chairman, attempted to impose 
further restrictions. The Finance 
Committee wanted only a Land As- 
sembly program, and the chairman 
further noted that the editor of the 
Town Crier should make anexpla- 
nation of how this would build a 
half million dollar sewer to Wil- 
mington Square. 

Stanley Webber of the Wilming- 
ton Chamber of Commerce intro- 
duced Article 33 and told the Town 
Meeting that the Chamber of Com- 
merce was interested only in this 
one project, and did not want the 
Redevelopment Authority to have 
powers over any other place, Under 
the laws for which the project was 
sponsored, the land must qualify 
as a decadent or blighted openarea 
in a predominately industrial area, 
he said, and there was no other area 
in Wilmington of which he knew that 
could qualify under this law, 

Webber, with the permission of 
the Moderator, introduced James 
Raffi (a Winchester resident) of the 
Chamber of Commerce, Raffi spent 
about five minutes telling the Town 
Meeting of the details of the pro- 
ject. 

Robert Michelson, assisted by 
Fred Arsenault, and got the micro- 
phone, Michelson began asking 
questions - sharpshooting at the 
proposal, His questions were ans- 
wered, one after another, by Mr 
Raffi or Webber, From time to 
time Michelson went to the Fi- 
nance Committee table for a con- 
ference, and then returned to the 
microphone, 

Finally the voters got tired and 
there was a slight booing, Michel- 
son sat down, 

Capt. Neilson of the Town Crier 
tried to get the microphone after 
Michelson sat down, The modera~ 
tor seemingly ignored him. 

Neilson insisted, saying that the 
Chairman of the Finance Commit- 
tee had asked a question of him as 
Editor of the Town Crier. 

Grudgingly the moderator gave 
him the floor, 

Exhibiting a chart of the area 
Neilson told the Town Meeting that 
the question was misleading, and 
was not as he had written in the 
Town Crier. 

Neilson emphasized that this was 
an opportunity for the Redevelop- 
ment Authority to lay a sewer in 
the first part of the projected dis- 
tance to Wilmington Square, from 
the Woburn line, 

The sewer would have to go to, 
and into, the project, he said, 
Plans for this had already been 
maed, from the Housing and Home 
Finance Agency of the US Govern- 
ment, some dozen years ago. The 
plans cost $20,000, and had been 
used when the sewer main was 
laid up Woburn Street, to Uncle 
Avco, who paid 19.3% of the town’s 
taxes. 

‘There was no guarantee, Neilson 
Said, that the Redevelopment Au- 
thority could do anything for a se- 
wer, or that it would do anything. 
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Nor was there a guarantee that 
the Authority would not. 

‘The point, he said, was that the 
Redevelopment Aughority should 
not have one hand tied behind its 
back, even before it started, 

Rene LaRivee got the micro- 
phone. ~ Mr, LaRivee was very 
happy that the Chamber of Com- 
merce had seen fit to go out and 
Sponsor this kind of work, ‘You 
can do the same thing as you did 
to the Conservation Committee’, 
he said - ‘Give them a vote of 
confidence’, 

The Moderator then recognized 
Felice Vitale, who had come into 
the meeting just a few minutes 
previously, 

Vitale shouted into the micro- 
phone, first apologizing for coming 
late, .and then telling the Town 
Meeting to vote against the motion 
because it was going to cost the 
town money, 

‘Very few answers - your going 
to get stuck - vote against it!’ 

Joe Courtney, former Town Ma- 
nager of Wilmington, now a Pro- 
fessér 6f Government, was walking 
up the side aisle, He had a law 
book under his arm, 

Professor Courtney never got to 
the microphone, Before he did the 
chairman of the Finance Commit- 
tee stood up and said that the 
Finance Committee approved the 
article, 

The audience cheered, The vote 
was almost unanimous. Vitale, Mi- 
chelson, and one or two more voted 
against the Urban Redevelopment 
article,, It was 10:55 pm. 

The two other urban renewal 
articles carried easily on voice 
votes following the passage of 
Article 33, 

Article 34 was limited to the 
scope of Article 33, and was a vote 
establishing a need for the re- 
deveiopment, Article 35 appro- 
priated $2,000 for the authority. 

‘Library 

Ralph Kelmon, Chairman of the 
Board of Library Trustees, moved 
the article calling for the con- 
struction of a new library. 

‘The $450,000 figure, he said, was 
approximately half that for the 
articie of a year 
article of the year past, and r 
presented much work on the p: 
ofi the Library TruStees and the 
Permanent Building Committee, 

The cost, Kelmon said, had been 
reduced to a figure acceptable to 
all boards involved, 

The Finance Committee recom- 


"mended disapproval of the article 


because no federal or state aidhad 
been applied for by the Board of 
Library Trustees, The Selectmen 
recommended deferring the article 
until a special town meeting, 

Kelmon told the Town Meeting 
that the Library Trustees had ap- 
plied for federal aid for last year’s 
$880,000 library, but the article 
had been defeated and the request 
had to be withdrawn. By the time 
that the plans had been completed 
for the currently proposed brary 
all federal assistance funds for 
Massachusetts communities had 
been allocated, The question, Kel- 
mon said, was whether the town 
wanted a library now, paid for out 
of its own funds, or whether the 
town would choose to wait uponthe 
possibility of federal assistance 
at a future date, 

Selectman Niles asked if the 
present plan would meet the cri- 
teria for federal funds, Kelmon 
answered that there was no cri- 
teria for federal funds, because no 
funds had been appropriated, but he 
assumed that the plans would meet 
such criteria as would be esta~ 
blished, 

Selectman Miceli then asked if 
the town were to proceed with the 
construction of the library, would 
it forfeit ever recovering any fe- 
deral funds,
